■Among the beautiful flower* that 
are cultivated In gardrrt*. those 
known os ‘ Immortelles," or "ever¬ 
lastings," art worthy of being 
better known and more freely 
grown than , they are. They do 
thek bit In helping (o keep the 
garden gay during the late maimer 
and fall and they may be dried and 
u*ed with good effect, for winter 
decoral Ion In the bouse. 

Plants with everlasting floorers are 
of two c la ssss —those that are peren¬ 
nial. such as Gypaophila paniculate, 
and thoes that art annual. First let 
us consider the perennial everlastings 
There la no doubt that Gypaophila Is 
the 'most useful of this close a* It Is 
unequalled In its. capacity to Impart 
lightness and daintiness to the heavier 
flowers that are used with It. The best 
of all Is the double form, which will 
grow In any place where the soil Is 
light and contains plenty of lime, and 
where It ha# *n abundance of sunlight. 

The perennial Statices produce their 
small flowers In spreading panicles that 
are hardly leas useful for filling out a 
bouquet** Wilson's Blu* and LatlfoUa 
(the great Be* Lavender> are probably 
the best vsfletie*. Like Oypsophll* 
they prefer a warm soil and have the 
tame thick roots, so that once they are 
planted they should not he disturbed. 
EVERLASTING IEIA 
It may not be generally known that 
at least one variety of Iris may be used 
a* on "Everlasting." This la the 
Oladwyn Iris (Irl* fostldlsslma), whose 
Charm lies In lt« seed capsules. These 
capsules should be left on the plant 
until they crack and begin to expose 
the orange-scarlet seed*, when they 
should be cut and hung up, head 
downwards Large masses of these 
placed In vases with some greenery are 
most cheering for winter decoration. 

Taking the annual varieties of ever¬ 
lastings. all that are mentioned below 
may be sown In oold frames In April, 
to be transplanted later, or In the open 
ground In May. Acroclinlum may be 
••cured tn several varieties—roseum 
(with yellow and raee-oolored florets), 
Album (Similar, except the rays are 
white), and a fully double rose form 
are among U»* beet. This 1* an Austra¬ 
lian flower, from a foot to eighteen 
Inches tall, with a single flower in each 
stem, the plant branching freely from 
the base and bearing a large number 
of flowers. A mm obi um alatum (the 
winged everlasting) has yellow and 
white flowers on plants that vary from 
• foot to two feet In height. The 
flowers are produced In succeoslon. so 
that the plants remain decorative for, 
a long time In the garden, besides hav¬ 
ing their value for winter decoration. 

A POPULAR VARIETY 
The moat popular of the annual ever¬ 
lastings is undoubtedly Helichrysum,

After¬ 
ward there was a change and the prices of com¬ 
modities commenced to rise, while the industries 
generally shared in the advantages of the great 
growing period from 1900 to 1912. The gross pro¬ 
duct of establishments with five hands or over 
increased from $368,700,000 in 1890 to $1,166,- 
000.000 in 1910 and to *1.381.500,000 in 1915. 
The fundamental advantages of the position of 
Canada, abundant raw material, tnexhaustible water 
power, and the growing home market in the expanding 
West, had conti ibuted to this result. * 

In the present, as in the past. Canadian manufac¬ 
turing production has chiefly depended upon the use 
of Canadian raw material, though this is less true than 
formerly. Raw cotton, for example, is imported from 
the southern States, hides from Argentina, rubber 
from the Straits Settlements and Malay Peninsula, 
sugar from Fiji and other British countries, and .wool 
from England. Australia and New Zealand to 
supply the raw material for Canadian manufacturing

OCTOOERAllIAie. 


The great boom m Canadian manufacture! 
reached its height in the tummer of 1920. itatutics 
for that year showing a gross value of product, which 
was not exceeded until 1929. These values in 1929 
reached a higher point then in the post-war boom of 
1920, although the prices of manufactured goods had 
dropped by about forty-one per cent in the intervening 
period. This steady expansion was halted during 
1930, owing to the world-wide recession in busbies, 
which wt in toward the end oj 1929, with the result 
that Canadian manufacturing production in 1930. 
which was valued at *3,428*970.628, dropped back 
to near the 1927 level. The recession in manufac¬ 
turing activity continued in 1931. as a result of 
which the gross value of production dropped still 
lower, to *2,698.461,862. Things now. however, 
are beginning to pick up—end, we hope, will continue 
to do so. 


Premier Bennett went to Montreal on Thursday 
and told the Canadian Club there to be of high 
courage because Canada is on the threshold of great 
development. He also said, in effect, that the 
charge that the West had been spy more extravagant 
then the East could not be justified. 

"Sometimes you ere inclined to say the West has 
been very extravagant.” Mr. Bennett observed. "I 
doubt if one among you he. not, at one time or 
another, felt that to be true.” There ere 2,000,000 
people west of the Greet Lakes, he said, and their 
task had been the task of ell pioneers—the creation of 
new wealth. 

"In the past ten yeart. from the best statistics 
available, that 2.000.000 people have produced in 
new wealth $ 10.000,000,000—more then the total 
debt of the Dominion. I mention this," the Prone 
Minister said, “because I know how easy it is for you 
in this rich city of Montreal to think that 2,000,000 
people might have been a little extravagant. 

“They did as you did—they spent their own,’* 
Mr. Bennett continued. "And if they equipped them¬ 
selves with costly services and conveniences, such at 
we have in the East—just remember that they created 
new wealth at an unprecedented rate.” 

Very good, Mr. Bennett, here to your great 
opportunity to help 1 the governments of the West to 
get their fmaifces in order—to help them to do a bit of 
refunding business which will cut interest rates on 
lines which one of your own supporters in the House 
of Commons. Mr. James H. Stitt, member for the 
Selkirk constituency of Manitoba, advocated—also 
on Thursday. 

Mr. Stitt, according to a dispatch from Ottawa, 
got up, detecting the handwriting on the wall if there 
ia more borrowing, end, while advocating the raising 
of money by a reduction in gold coverage, warning 
that it mutt be used in a "humane, heroic and reason¬ 
able way, otherwise the government will be defeated 
end in my humble judgment, they will deserve it.” 
Thu was enough, we are told, to cause those in the 
House to sit up and take notice. Whereupon the 
member for Selkirk expanded his idea with concrete 
suggestions. The main one was for the creation of a 
reconstruction purchasing board, financed by the 
government to the tune of *100.000.000 in cash 
or credit, the money to be used for the financing of 
the sale of goods to farmers and others by manufac¬ 
turers. the board taking a lien on the properly of 
those to whom an advance is made. 

Mr. Stitt may have been speakmg out of his turn, 
and Mr. Bennett may have taken him into a quiet 
comer by this time, but the fact remains that Mr. 
Stitt wants something done and done quickly—even 
if only to safeguard the fortunes of the party of which 
he is a staunch adherent.

The type of manufactures originally established 
in a community in the beginning are largely deler- 
mitnd by the raw materials available in that com¬ 
munity. For example, probably the first agricultural 
process to be carried on by Europeans in what is now 
the Dominion of Canada was the raising of a crop of 
grain at Port Royal. Nova Scotia, in 1605; the fi^l 
corresponding manufacturing process was the grinding 
of the grain m the autumD of that year. Other manu¬ 
factures, says the Canadian Pacific Railway Agri¬ 
cultural and Industrial Bulletin, were also necessarily 
connected with the satisfaction of the primary needs 
of human beings for food, clothing and shelter, and 
with the other primary need for protection. At k 
census of occupations taken in 1681. we find enumer¬ 
ated a comparatively large number of tailors and 
shoemakers, masons and carpenters, gunsmiths and 
edge-tool makers. 

The earlier manufactures were necessarily of a 
rather crude and primitive type, concerned with the 
production of Commodities which were too bulky to 
bear the heavy transportation charges of ihose days,, 
when only one round trip per year ciuld be made 
between Franceiand Quebec. Early colonists had to 
manufacture rough doth out of whatever fibres they 
could obtain, such as the Canadian nettle and the 
inner bark of the basswood. Then came the introduc¬ 
tion of sheep raising and the manufacturing of home- 
spun woollens.. From these humble beginning, arose 
the important textile industries o( lo-day which-are 
able lo produce the finest (abacs aLcppoa. wool 
or silk. 

Until the later ’90's, the growth of Canadian 
Manufacturing- industries was not particularly rapid.

Oatleres is presented as a reasonable chap who 
has had enough of war and belter as that tom* 
sort of peaceful understanding between Prance and 
Oermany is urgently necessary To hto horror be 
finds almost no one to agr*e with him. 

From the moment the war ends, the French do 
all they can—and they can do plenty to make 
the peace unendurable to Oennans. They force 
bunllliaUon and suffering on their beaten foe, 
and make Inevitable a flare-up of the kind which 
the Naals recently have provided. 

Nor will they listen to reason. Oatleres feel* 
that French policy eventually will dastroy Francs:

J~\NE OF the meat interesting yarns of Safari 
Sam tells of a fight between two secretary 
birds and a bl^ snake. 

"There was a big stir close to the camp on# 
afternoon." he says, and ou going to ace what 
was the matter we found that two secretary birds 
had surprised a snake which had coma down from 
a tree.

The eare of hen face and 
body was the earliest training 
she received. Her mother com¬ 
pelled her to spend hours at 
serious study.

But modern cookies en¬ 
tail no such amount of labor. Here 
are ten-minute recipes—the newest 
cookie ihorteuta—that are failure¬ 
proof and so easy that the children 
can turn them out. You don't even 
have to roll or cut these cookies. 

The horseshoes on tha cookie plate 
In the picture are coconut macaroons. 
Mix one-half cup sweetened condensed 
milk, two cups of shredded coconut, 
and. tf you like tha flavor, a teaspoon 
of vanilla. Drop by spoonfuls on a 
well buttered pan. Shape with the 
fingers Into horseshoes. Bake In a 
moderate oven (MO degrees F.) until 
a delicate brown, 

Tha “lucky” four-leaf cloven of con¬ 
fectioners' frosting decorate a pew 
shortcut version of an old-faahloned 
cookie. Sift one cup of flour and one 
I teaspoon baking powder together twloe. 


Add one egg slightly beaten, two table¬ 
spoons of melted butter, three-fourths 
cup sweetened condensed milk and 
one-half teaspoon vanilla. Blend thor¬ 
oughly. Drop by teaspoonfuls onto a 
buttered pan. Bake ten minutes in a 
slpw oven (336 degrees^.). Makes -two 
dosen. * 

OLD-FASHION FI) COOKIE 

When the cookies are cool, decorate 
them with four-leaf clovers which are 
made by pressing simple confectioners' 
frosting, which has been tinted green, 
out of a pastry tube. (An easy recipe 
is to cream two tablespoons of butter 
with one-quarter cup of sweetened 
condensed milk. Add. gradually one 
and one-half cupa of very finely 
ground confectioners* sugar (allied) 
and beat until the frosting la smooth, 
creamy and light In color. Add one- 
half teaspoon vanilla. This frosting 
can be tinted any color by adding a 
speck of food coloring ) 


For chocolate crumb cookies, melt 
two square of unsweetened chocolate 
in a double boiler and add one and 
one-third cups condensed milk, stir¬ 
ring over boiling water five minutes 
until tha mixture thickens. Add one 
cup toasted bread crumbs, a few grains 
of salt and one-half cup of chopped 
walnuts. Blend thoroughly. Drop by 
spoonfuls onto a buttered baking 
sheet. Fr ees half a walnut or pecan 
Into each cookie. Bake ten minutes 
In a moderate oven (350 degrees F.). 
Makes two dosen. 

To make marathon nut cookies, 
thoroughly blend one cup of sweet¬ 
ened condensed milk, one cup finely 
chopped nut meats, one cup dry bread 
crumbs, one-half teaspoon salt and 
two teaspoons cinnamon. Drop by 
spoonfuls on buttered baking sheet.

SHARKS

shark running ashore near Comox. It was first stated the shark 
was a “man-eater" and everyone who enjoys swimming in these 
waters in the summer time was a little shocked because no one 
wants to go swimming when there are sharks about. However, 
after a few days, word earns that it was not really a man-eater 
but a "sleeper” shark, which is quite harmless. 

Over in Great Britain they are bothered by sharks. Here 
is the story about what they do to look after Mr. Shark: 

Britain’s Little Navy is in action. It ia fighting a continual 
battle against au elusive enemy. 

All around the British roast and as far north as Iceland a cease¬ 
less vigil is maintained for the little black specks which reveal 
the presence of the submarine foe. 

High explosives shells are fired. The enemy ia often disabled 
or sunk without trace. 

With every victory, Britons who sail the seat on their lawful 
occasions breathe more freely. 

It is war to the death—against sharks. 

The Little Navy is known tosthe Admiralty as the fishery pro¬ 
tection flotilla! Iti job ia to make the seas safe for the herring 
drifters. 

In time of war mine-sweeping ia its task, but shark-hunting is 
one of its peace time duties. 

Primarily the Tuttle Navy has to enforce the Sea Fisheries 
Act, and maintain law and order among fishermen; to keep steam 
trawlers outside territorial waters, and to protect British trawler* 
from foreign interference. 

Showing the flag is usually sufficient for that. If not, there are 
twelve-pounder guns always ready for action. 

But they seldom fire—except at sharks. 

Let Lieut.-Commander J. S. Dalison of H.M.S. Doon tell his 
story.

son In Scotland (Hiring tbs last year, par¬ 
ticularly with reference to the dryness and sub¬ 
sequent ehortsge of water in many rural com¬ 
munities.

I N THE British Columbia Indian case among the 
Burnett collection from the Pacific natives Is 
a painted paddle showing the brightly-colored 
figure of an Indian girl in a sitting posture at 
the base of a totem pole. 

"During the early years of the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury the Indians along the coast of British Col¬ 
umbia were in a constant state of warfare. The 
Port Buperts and their allies were the most pow¬ 
erful. their principal antagonists being the Eucla- 
tews. For a number of years the Port Ruperts 
were Invariably victors in their numerous en¬ 
counters. but at last, along about 1750. the tide 
took a sudden turn in favor of the Euclataws. It 
is related that a bold and daring young woman 
persuaded her people that If she were permitted to 
lead an expedition into the enemy's territory vic¬ 
tory would assuredly result. 

"When, therefore, all was ready, the Euclataw 
warriors embarked in their canoea under the gen¬ 
eralship of the young Amazon, bound for Port 
Rupert, where they landed In the night, taking 
the enemy completely by surprise, when, after a 
long and sanguinary Battle, the Port Ruperts were 
decisively defeated 

'To celebrate the great victory the picture of 
the Indian Jo#h of Arc was painted on this 
paddle, being the one used by her on the raid 
In question. Mid it was subsequently handed down 
by her deeetndant from father to son until It 
came Into the possession of John McAllister. In¬ 
dian constable at the Euclataw's reserve, as a 
token of the esteem m which he was held by 
the Indians of that tribe."

rpHE TREMENDOUS amount of publicity that 
A has been showered upon'the National Recovery 
programme of the United States Government and 
in particular, perhaps, the intimate and vital per¬ 
sonal touch that has reached Canadians through 
the radio addresses of President Roosevelt have 
made the "N R A" almost as familiar in thla 
country as any domestic organisation or problem. 
Almost every Up carries the question, "Will Can¬ 
ada develop a similar > ganlmtion. and If not. wrtl 
there be s definite substitute?" A few days ago 
the Minister of Trade »nd Commerce. Hon H H 
Stevens, suggested abuses which existed in regard 
to various Industrial operations in thla country, 
but was careful to intimate that h# favored the 
adjustment of these abuses by private rather than 
governmental machinery. 

“CODES'* AND I AIR COMPETITION 

r IE SUBJECT has again been brought forward 
In a public way through the address delivered 
at the annual meeting of th# Canadian Pulp and 
Paper Association by the retiring president. Harold 
Crabtree. The newsprint industry of Canada in a 
▼ary special way has come to realise the very real 
advantages (combined wltb disadvantages) that 
lie in the enforcement of some of the "Codes" 
that are an Intergral part of tha National Re¬ 
covery Act of the United 8tates. The newsprint 
industry of Csnsda through being able to link 
Itself up with the "N R A*' in respect of aU ship¬ 
ments of nearsprint from Cansda to the United 
States (by far its chief market) wasWble to pre¬ 
vent* further ruinous price-cutting that otherwise 
would hsv« developed in Cansda Mr Crabtree, 
after referring to the United States situation as 
sn "industrial revolution" declared that It ap¬ 
peared to be making "very satisfactory progress" 
and. already, through the operation of "Codes of 
fair competition" had brought about *a vary de¬ 
cided change in the fortunes and prospects of 
their Industries." 

Mr Crabtree went on to suggest that the 
Dominion Government might do. well to consider 
some such scheme for the stabilization of Can¬ 
adian industry, which could be brought about by 
investing in Industry oertsln powers and author¬ 
ity which would enable it through trade associa¬ 
tions to control itself In all ite main phases, 
working hour*, wages, manufacturing and market¬ 
ing " He Urged that the getting up of such a 
position in Canada would be "for the common 
good and greatly to be desired " 

PRIVATE OB GOVERNMENTAL? 

W HILE the "revolution” referred to has aroused 
remarkably little opposition, public at least, 
in United States Industrial circles. It is probably 
the Idea Inherent in it of "government Interfer¬ 
ence” with free workings of individualism in In¬ 
dustry that has stirred a measure of antagonism 
to the "N R A” in Canada and Great Britain. It 
Is exceedingly difficult, however, to dissociate 
government "authority" from any such a measure 
of industrial "codes.” The fundamental basis of 
the “N R A" was an invitation to various groups 
of industry that they should draw up these 
"code*”—a voluntary step. Enforcement, how¬ 
ever. came in the intimation that.

An Editorial In The New York Times 

L OOK UP at the stars. In the Milky Way alone 
there are 170.000.000.000. according to the 
latest estimate by J. A. Plaskett and J A. Pearce 
of the Dominion Observatory. We owe the count 
partly to such penetrating instruments as the 
100-inch mirror of Mount Wilson, partly to the 
mathematical work of the astronomers. In 
another month a still larger mirror will be cast 
for that observatory—a great pancake of glass 
which will be ground down until It becomes a 
parabolic reflector 100 inches in diameter.. What 
new estimates of stars will be made, what new 
depths will be plumbed? 

There will be no casual sweeping of the skies 
with this instrument as there was In the old ro¬ 
mantic days of haphaxard exploration, no hoping 
that an unknown planet will swim into the 
astronomer's ken. It is the earners and not the 
eye that has revealed the 170.000.000,000 suns of 
the Milky Way. Observatories are now laboratories. 
Their work is planned. Novae are the specialty 
of . some watchers—new stars which suddenly flare 
up and which, according to Professor Zwlcky, 
may account for the cosmic days. Double stars 
that revolve around each other to the vast de¬ 
light of mathematicians engage the attention of 
others. Temperatures and luminosities measured 
in degree# of an appalling number and in candle- 
power* that cannot be grasped are studied by 
still a third group. Questions of a new kind are 
asked What l* behind that relation of starlight 
and star-size which Eddington discovered and 
which constitutes one of the great triumphs of In¬ 
duction? If the outer nebulae are rushing away 
at the rate of 12.000 miles a second. Is It safe 
to conclude that with the 200-lnch mirror even 
Remoter ones will be discovered which are still 
speedier? Is it possible to roach the vary confines 
of space? "This is the end Beyond there is 
nothing, not even apace." Will the astronomer
